Pricanenenia, Sept. 2.~ The waving of the
red flag of anarchy during the formation of n
Labor llay parade of Ttalians to-day led to the
arrest of two men who attempted to incite n
mob to riot. The police were iuformed yvester-
day that an organization of ltalisn Socinlists
wns preparing for a celebration 1o<day. and
that they had floated a red Nag from the window

of the meeting place, The pollee notified the
musociation that the display of the flag was u
violation of law, aod that it would bhave to be
taken down,

An ofMeer of the association, with some relnet-
ance, removed the emblem, but when the parulo
was formed to-dny Witls Calvo, one of the
Ttalinns, earried o red ﬂnr at the hewd of the
line aud waved it amid the cheers of the throng
afone thousavd persons. The flag bearer was
artested, and the police were forced to struggile
with their prisoner througn the mob apd to use
their cinbs freely.

After Calvo's arrest another Itallan, Angelo
